the uses that Cook county citizens 
have made of the preserves for pic­ 
nic grounds and recreation spots, 
whicn suggested the play fields; the 
making of lakes and lagoons in the 
lowlands and marshes, 
and

stocking them with fish will not 
alone work out the abatement of 
mosquitoes, but will furnish boat­ 
ing and fishing and similar recrea­ 
tion; the demand for golf in Cook

“Education should comprise prac­ 
tical instruction, as wrell as knowr- 
ledge from books,” explained Mr. 
Tobin. 
“Members of the school 
boys* patrol are selected because 
of their qualities of character, man­ 
liness and leadership. 
They stand 
at corners in the vicinity of schools 
before and after classes, and assist 
their classmates and younger pupils 
across the streets during lulls in 
traffic. 
They must be on duty for 
at least a total of an hour a day, 
outside of their school hours. Their 
work as a member of the patrol 
is hound to give them a broader 
knowledge of taking care of them­ 
selves and others, and I believe 
they should be given tangible credit 
for efficient performance of this 
task.” 
Under the new plans, the patrol 
becomes a part of the achievement 
course of the county schools. This 
course comprises twenty-two pro­ 
jects, such as the study of music, 
agriculture, livestock and similar 
subjects. 
Each pupil must enroll 
for one or more subjects. 
Boys 
who aspire to membership on a 
patrol must be nominated and ap­ 
proved by the other members of 
his particular achievement course, 
the teacher and the director of ed­ 
ucation.

CHRISTIAN WENDLING 
One of the rugged pioneers of an 
early day passed away on January 
ll, 1929, in the person of Christian 
Wendling of Wheeling, 111., who 
for the past year, since the death 
of his wife, has been enjoying a 
very comfortable home with his son, 
William, at Des Plaines, 111. 
Mr. Wendling was born June 16, 
1845 at Baldenheim, Alsace Lor­ 
raine, and as a young boy, came 
with his parents to this country, 
settling with them in this vicinity, 
where Mr. Wendling has spent his 
entire life of almost 84 years.

Hor 58 years they

separated 
them. 
To this family 7 children 
were born, three of whom proceeded 
the parents in death. 
Mr. Wendling was a 
faithful 
Christian, a highly honored 
and 
respected citizen of this commun­ 
ity, where he spent his entire life. 
He was loyal to the church in which 
he grew up from his early youth. 
For nearly a quarter of a century 
he held official positions 
in 
the 
church. He was regular and faith­ 
ful in his attendance at the ser­ 
vices of worship. 
Mr. Wendling has always enjoyed 
excellent health for 84 years. This 
is truly a remarkable achievement. 
For the past two weeks of his life 
he was confined to his bed with 
general complications, but 
soon 
passed away peacefully. 
He leaves to mourn his depart­ 
ure, three sons, Benjamin, George 
and William; one daughter, Elsie. 
Five grandchildren, a host of rel­ 
atives and friends. 
The funeral services were held in 
the Northfield Evangelical church 
on Sunday afternoon, January 13, 
with the pastor, Rev. M. G. Geil in 
charge using as his text a favorite 
passage of the deceased, /John 14:1 
“Let not your hearts be troubled.”
